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STATEMENT BY THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT ON CURA 


Last nignt Mr. Kennedy, the President οὗ the United States of Acerica, 
announced that he hed given orders to the United States Navy to intercept all 
ships bound for Cuba, to subject them to inspection, and to turn cack ships 
carrying weapons which, in the judgement of the United States autnorities, were 
offensive in character. Orders ned also been efven for continued and close 
surveillance of Cuba. Thus the United States Covernmert is in effect placing 
the Republic of Cuba under naval blockade. At the same time, the landing of 
dditionsl United States trocns at the United States Guantanace tase, situated 


in the territory ΟΡ Cuba, hes begun, and the United States armea 2orcas ere being 
pleced in a state of combat readiness. 

Tne President is endcavouring to justify these unprecedentec eggres 
ects by arguments to the effect that a threat to the natioral securi 
Tnited States is arising in Cube. 

The Sovist Goverment nas repeatedly draw the attention Of the Governzents 

all countries and of world public opinion to the sericus denger to world peace 
created by the policy pursued by the United States towards the Republic of Cube.
